KILLED BY A CHANCE SHOT 


William Zorn Loses his Life While Deer 


Hunting Last Saturday. 


The shooting of William Zorn was 


the most peculiarly accidental 
rence ever heard of in the annals of a 
hunting party. 
EarlySaturday morn- 


ing "Bill" and Gco. Gibson started 
out from the shanty where they had 
spent the night (located near the 
river about seven miles above town.) 
They had gone but a short distance 
when a deer was seen and they part- 
ed. 
They were soon lost, from each 


others view and were a little over 
eighty 
rods apart. 
The country 


there is not, thickly covered with trees, 
but a small ridge prevented their see- 
ing each other. 
The deer ran along on 


this rid go and stopped 
on a direct 


lino between them. 
Both pulled up 


and 
flred 
almost 
simultaneously. 


The bullet from Gibson's riflu pierced 
Zorn's right lung, passing out through 
his shoulder. Gibson again fired at 
the fleeing deer and as the report of 
the gun dial away he heard Zorn's 
cries for help. 
Hurrying in the di- 


rection of the sound he met poor Bill, 
who had not yet fallen, hut was stag- 
gering along, saying that he had been 
shot from behind. Ho fell Into Gib- 
son's arms in 11 faint, but recovered 
shortly, and with his companion's as- 
sistance reached the home of Stephen 
Kerslake, a mile or so distant. Doc- 
tors Mclndoc and Hinman arrived 
about, noon, but nothing 
could 
bo 


done except to allay his suffering. 
They pronounced his case hopeless, 
but the indomitable will and strong 
constitution of Zorn for a time prom- 
ised to pull him through. He grad- 
ually sank until Tuesday morning at 
nine o'clock when death ended his 
misery. 
Through 
all his suffering 


not, 
a coipplaint at his fate escaped 


his lips. 
He was conscious up to 


.Sunday noon, and at times after that 
he would talk with friends as calmly 
about, the accident as though he was 
no more concerned than his listeners. 
He bore his suffering bravely and 
said ihat while it was hard to have 
to die now, it couldn't be helped; that, 
no one was to Maine and that he 
would 
still try and pull through. 


Rill's wide acquaintance and the un- 
fortunate manner of the accident lent 
a great interest to the affair, and his 
condition was anxiously inquired after 
many times a day. Hi's father arriv- 
ed from Slevuns Point Sunday morn- 
ing. 
Genrge Gibson was badly over- 


come by the affair and was constantly 
at the wounded man's side until the 
last. 'AJnumber visited the scene of 
the accident, and all state that the 
shot could not be made once in a 
thousand times. 
They were not only 


hidden from each other's view, but on 
the spot where Zorn stood the bullet 
had nut only to miss a great many 
trees in travelling over eighty rods, 
hut it had to pass between two trees 
not, 
over a foot apart. Some advance 


the theory that the ball was sent from 
its regular course by contact 
with 


something, while others claim that 
in shooting that distance it will fall 
enough to hit a man after clearing 
the rise which hid him from view. 


The body was brought to town 


Tuesday and Coronor Jewell impan- 
elled a jury which listened to a num- 
ber of witnesses and brought, in a 
verdict in accordance with the facts 
stated above and wholly exonerating 
Gibson from any blame whatever. 
The body was taken to Stevens' Point 
Tuesday evening. Mr. Zorn, Sr. be- 
ing accompanied by Thos. McDnr- 
mott and L. J. Beck. The deceased

and to work on a salary is uncertain. 
Thousands do it, of course, and a small 
per cent, of them get on very well, but 
such eases are rave. 
We have had ex- 


perience in that way, and we know 
what it is to be thrown out of employ- 
ment and left stranded without money 
[md with sickness. We have, hard times 
here, and suffer many privations and 
disappointments, hut I would not ex- 
change it for the east, for here we have 
a hope, of a home, by and by, and there 
we could hope for nothing. 
Hero you 


arc your own master, there you were 
the servant of your employers, who, 
Iwcansc they paid you a. pitiful salary 
sufficient to keep yourself and family 
alive, felt that they owned yon body 
and soul. Ill take Kansas with its 
trials and disappointments in prefer- 
ence to the east." 


"Yes, so will I." said John, "but I do 


think the settlers who come, he.rc to 
build up homes and improve and bcau- 
tivy the land, ought to receive better 
treatment from the government. There 
is no justice, in giving up to corpora- 
tions and cattle kings all the choice 
portions of the public lands, leaving to 
the homcseekers the sandy, arid plains, 
where, nothing but sand burs and coy- 
otes flourish, lint the rich men, I sup- 
pose, must bo cared for. and whatever 
they don't want is tendered to the 
poor. Ifut after all this is perhaps 
as good as any place for the poor 
man, for he don't seem to be wanted 
[Uiyv.'here except as a convenience to 
the wealthy. His a. truth, verily, that 
there is no place in this world for 
the •poor. They are cum]Hirers of the 
ground." 


John and Mary, being heartsore and 


discouraged, were probably prone to 
take, a melancholy viow of the situa- 
tion, as people are apt to do under such 
circumstances. 
Tint after all, who is 


there to say that their view, though 
melancholy, was not to some extent at 
least based on facts? Who is there to 
bay that poor men with families 
brought into competition with the labor 
of all the civilized and semi-civilized 
world do not have a hard time, of it in the 
cast, and feel themselves fortunate in 
nine cases out of ten if they arc able to 
keep their dependent ones bately above 
want? 
Who is there to say against 


John Green's assertion, that the i>oor 
settlers on the public lands of the west 
have, not been neglected by the govern- 
ment and forced to occupy the arid 
plains passed over by the rich cattle 
men and giant corporations as useless? 
Mary and John may have looked at the 
situation through smoked glass, but if 
they did, they saw not fur wrong. 


As John had feared, the outlook for 


crops grew less and less promising 
with each week. The weather con- 
tinued dry, and day after day the sun 
ran 
his 
course 
through 
cloudless 


heavens. The eurth became parched, 
and the vegetation that had, in spite of 
all obstructions, forced itself into life 
drooped, withered and died. For three 
long months not a drop of rain had 
fallen, and it lieing now July there was 
no longer any grounds for hope on the 
purl of the settlers. It was impossible 
that any crops could l>e grown thus late 
in. the season, even were it to rain at 
once. 


There was nothing before the Greens

light. 


John regretted the loss of his inoncv 


now as he had never regretted it before, 
and no opinion he e<"dd form of him- 
self, however low and debusing, was 
spared him. With that money all safc- 
Iv at hand he and his family could pass 
unpinchcd through the coining winter, 
and liave enough left to pay the debt off 
the farm. Hut ivgretungdul nogood, and 
so Jlury told her husband, though she 
was far from free of it herself. 


The (.'Jreans were not the only family 


that were thus placed in a precarious 
position. Nearly all the settlers in that 
section were victims of the Paradise 
Park boom, und now found themselves 
stranded. 
Very feu- of them had three 


months' supply of provisions *n hand, 
and nonu of them had money. 
The 


farms were all under mortgage to the 
eastern capitalists, so they could not 
borrow money, and it was useless to 
think of earning anything in that part 
of the country, for there was no em- 
ployment to be had. 


In thif state of affairs somebody 


culled a nice-ting of the settlers at 
Markham's store, and when the day 
came, around John Green went over to 
see. what could be done. 
There were 


twenty-five or thirty other men there, 
all with sad, bronzed faces and quaking 
hearts. The men spoke together in low, 
earnest tones. 
There was none of the 


joking and laughing in which men thus 
assembled usually 
indulge. 
Xot a 


smile disturbed the gloom that hung 
over the meeting. 
No hopeful light 


kindled in the eyes of the poor settlers. 
It was a solemn occasion and weighty 
matters occupied the thoughts of all 
;hat gathering of stouthearted pioneers. 
Jleforc them and their families they 
saw nothing but starvation, and it is not 
to be wondered that their cheeks were 
blanched and their CJ'es dull and heavy 
with anxiety and fear. 


The situation was discussed in all its 


phases, and innumerable plans of action 
wercsuggested. Home favoredgiving up 
the land and moving away, but a great 
many like Greeu wore too poor to go, 
and knew of no place where they could 
better their condition, even if they 
were able to make the change. 
After 


a great many had given their opinions 
some one called on Green to speak. 


"Men," Green began as he arose, "we 


are placed in a position where it is 
hard to find any way out. 
We have 


nothing but our claims, and unfortu- 
nately they arc in the grasp of the 
money Shylocks of the east. The ma- 
jority of us arc little better than pau- 
pers. We have no money, we have no 
provisions, and our land, the only pos- 
session we have, is being devoured day 
by day by that gormand, high interest. 
The country in all this part of the state 
is in desolation, and there isnothingfor 
us to do to earn bread for ourselves and 
families.. Vet we must eat or die, and 
we cannot starve. We must find some 
way of earning a livelihood.'* 


"That's so," said some one, "but how 


is it to be done?" 


"That's what I am coming to," John 


replied; "but, after all, my suggestions 
may not be worth much. There are 
some men hero who have friends in the 
cast who are able and willing to aid 
them. 
Those men can get means to 


tide them over the present difficulties, 
or, if they prefer, can return east with 
their families. 
Those who arc thus 


fortunately 
situated 
need have, no 


anxieties and fears. 
P>ut there are 


some of us who are, less fortunate and 
who have no one to look to for as- 
sistance. We who are in that condition 
must have recourse to our own ener- 
gies. 
We must earn a living, and, 


since, we cannot do that here, we must 
go where it can be done. In short, 
men, we must leave our families here 
and go back cast in searoh of work.

tant suit has been brought in the 
United States 
supreme 
court 
by 


agreement of Clov. lioies, of Iowa, and 
tiov. Fifer, of Illinois. 
The buit is en- 


titled "the state of Iowa vs. the state 
of Illinois," and its object is to ascer- 
tain the proper jurisdiction over a strip 
of territory up and down the Mississip- 
pi river between the two states. 


This suit is brought by the state of 


Iowa in the form of a petition selling 
up the facts that there is a conflict ol 
jurisdiction between the state of Illi- 
nois and the state of Iowa over said 
strip of territory, the state of Iowa 
claiming that the boundary line of said 
state is in the middle of the Mis- 
sissippi river irrespective of its chan- 
nel, while the state of Illinois claims 
jurisdiction to the middle of the navi- 
gable channel, making a difference of 
712 feet at a point on the Mississippi 
river where the K'coLuk and Hamilton 
Bridge Company crosses the river. 


The suit grows out of a long-stand- 


ing legal war between Hancock county 
and the Keokuk and Hamilton Itridgc 
Company in regard to puymentof taxes. 
The bridge company not only claims 
that it is unjustly assessed, but that it 
it compelled to pay taxes to Hancock 
county, Illinois, on 7l'J feet of property 
located in Iowa. 


It is sxated that Iowa's eastern boun- 


dary line is described and fixed by its 
legislature as being "in the- middle of 
the river," while the Illinois legi.sla- 
turc fixed the western boundary line of 
the state at "the middle of the naviga- 
ble channel." Attorneys in Carthage 
have suits pending in the courts in the 
bridge casu and were instrumental in 
haviug the above suit brought.
